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GUERNSEY. 


Guernsey,  the  most  western  of  the  Channel  Islands,  lies  in  the  Bay  of 
Avranches,  82  miles  from  Weymouth,  the  nearest  English  port,  40  from  Cher¬ 
bourg,  and  63  from  St.  Malo. 

It  is  triangular  in  shape,  with  an  area  of  24.5  square  miles  and  an  acreage 
of  15,654.  The  soil,  composed  of  disintegrated  granite  and  schist,  is  very 
fertile.  Enormous  quantities  of  tomatoes,  grapes  and  other  fruit,  vegetables 
and  flowers  are  grown,  chiefly  under  glass,  for  export. 

This  industry  is  the  chief  one,  but  in  addition,  large  quantities  of  granite 
for  road-making  are  exported.  The  rearing,  for  sale  in  England  and  the 
United  States,  of  the  far-famed  Guernsey  cattle  (including  those  from  Alderney 
and  Sark)  is  an  important  industry.  These  cattle  are  highly  prized,  not  only 
for  the  richness  of  their  milk,  but  above  all  for  their  freedom  from  Tuberculosis* 

There  are  two  harbours,  situated  at  St.  Peter-Port  and  St.  Sampson’s,  the 
two  towns  of  the  island. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1911  was  41,854  ;  in  1921  it  was  stated 
to  be  37,914  with  1,098  visitors,  and  the  provisional  figures  for  1931  shew  a 
population  of  40,470. 

Guernsey  is  a  health  resort  throughout  the  year,  but  particularly  so  in  the 
summer  and  autumn  months.  Not  only  are  its  natural  beauties  so  great,  but 
its  salubrious  yet  bracing  climate  is  highly  attractive.  It  is  cooler  in  summer 
and  warmer  in  winter  than  on  the  mainland. 

Drainage  is  good  and  modern  in  the  towns.  The  water  supply,  now  the 
property  of  the  Government  of  the  island,  is  of  exceptional  purity  and  derived 
from  deep  wells,  but  additional  sources  of  supply  from  streams  have  lately 
been  obtained. 

Guernsey  enjoys  Home  Rule.  With  Alderney  and  Sark  it  forms  a  Baili¬ 
wick  and  is  governed  by  a  Lieutenant-Governor.  The  Bailiff  is  the  chief  Civil 
Official.

POPULATION. 

I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  population  is  increasing,  but  no 
exact  estimate  is  possible.  In  addition  to  the  natural  increase  of  births  over 
deaths  since  the  last  census,  roughly  speaking  500,  and  the  practical  absence  of 
emigration,  the  arrival  of  new  residents  is  an  important  factor  for  consideration. 
To  compute  it  at  40,850  would  seem  to  be  within  the  mark.  Of  this  number  the 
proportion  of  the  two  sexes  would  probably  be  about  19,665  males  and  21,185 
females. 

BIRTHS. 

The  births  numbered  712 — Males,  363  ;  Females,  349 — equal  to  a  rate  of 
17.4  per  1,000.  The  number  is  50  below  that  of  last  year,  and  like  most  places  is 
our  lowest  recorded.  The  average  of  the  last  ten  years  was  767.  The  rate  still 
continues  high — 3  per  1,000  above  that  of  England  and  Wales,  and  50  to  60  per 
cent,  above  that  of  many  places  in  England. 

There  were  30  Still  Births  (Males,  17  ;  Females,  13)  and  24  illegitimate 
births,  percentages  to  the  total  of  4.2  and  3.4  respectively. 

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  numbered  578,  a  higher  number  than  usual,  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years  being  512.  The  crude  rate  was  14.1,  and  standardised  11.2  per 
1,000.  The  principal  increases  for  1933  over  1932,  a  very  favourable  year,  were 
under  the  following  headings  : — Influenza,  11  ;  Phthisis,  11  ;  ;  Nervous,  13  ; 
Circulatory,  16  ;  Respiratory,  16  ;  Nephritis,  9  ;  Puerperal,  8  ;  Senile  Decay,  16 ; 
and  External  causes,  7. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  was  : — 143,  109,  134, 

152. 

There  were  107  deaths  of  persons  in  the  receipt  of  Old  Age  Pensions  ;  the 
average  age  at  death  for  the  67  females  was  80.2  years  and  for  the  40  males 
80.3  years.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

During  the  years  1900-1932,  there  were  28,395  births  and  60  deaths  of 
mothers  at  some  state  of  the  puerperal  period.  The  death  rate  was  2.11  per 
1,000,  which  is  half  that  of  England  and  Wales.  As  such  it  cannot  be  called 
unsatisfactory.  In  contrast  the  record  of  1933  is  an  appalling  one,  as  there  were 
9  deaths,  a  rate  of  12.6  per  1,000  births.  This  is  the  most  distressing  figure 
that  I  have  ever  had  to  give  in  my  35  years’  experience  here.  Deaths  were  due 
to  hemorrhage  in  4  cases,  eclampsia,  2  ;  septicemia,  2  ;  and  shock,  1.  The  twTo 
cases  of  septicemia  were  due  to  one  infection,  and  two  cases  of  hemorrhage 
from  the  same  district  occurred  within  two  days  of  each  other. 

There  is  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  doctor  or  midwife  in  attendance  to 
report  such  deaths  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  in  most  instances  I  had 
no  knowledge  of  them  until  some  time  had  elapsed.  I  consider  that  all  these 
deaths  should  be  so  reported  at  once,  in  order  that  they  may  be  fully  investigated 
without  delay  as  is  the  case  in  England.  My  successor  will  enjoy  increased 
responsibilities  and  prestige,  and  such  investigation  should  be  part  of  his  duties. 

The  question  of  a  Midwives  Act,  which  was  discussed  in  1921,  was  again 
brought  forward  by  the  Board  of  Health,  who  drew  up  suggestions  for  its  draft¬ 
ing.  Several  discussions  with  the  Crown  Officers  took  place  over  the  matter, 
but  nothing  has  yet  been  done  in  regard  to  it. 

As  the  whole  Island  is  now  served  by  Queen’s  Nurses,  with  a  contributory 
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scheme  in  force,  and  there  is  a  well-equipped  Maternity  Home  here,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  more  ante  and  post  natal  work  will  be  undertaken  in  the  future. 

Such  work  is  of  the  greatest  value,  and  it  is  surprising  that  no  grants  from 
either  State  or  Parochial  funds  are  made  towards  it.  Neither  is  it  equitable,  as 
old  age  pensioners  and  poor  persons  generally  are  attended  free  in  illness  by  the 
nurses  of  the  three  Associations.  Many  of  these  sick  people  would  otherwise 
have  to  be  admitted  to  the  hospital  at  the  public  charge. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


There  were  56  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  of  age — a  rate  of  78.6  per 
1,000,  and  rather  above  that  of  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years.  In  1904 
it  was  158.2. 

During  the  first  week  of  life  there  were  19  deaths,  and  during  the  first 
month  31,  percentages  to  the  total  of  34  and  55.3  respectively. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles,  and  none  from  epidemic  enteritis,  in 
spite  of  the  hot,  dry  summer,  but  there  were  4  from  whooping  cough.  In  1904 
there  were  also  no  deaths  from  measles,  but  there  were  5  from  whooping  cough 
and  25  from  epidemic  enteritis. 

The  whole  of  the  infant  welfare  work  in  the  island  is  carried  out  by  voluntary 
efforts,  and  the  community  owes  much  to  the  unselfish  people  who  maintain 
this  very  necessary  work  year  after  year  without  any  official  help,  financial  or 
otherwise.

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MARRIAGES. 

There  were  307  marriages  during  the  year,  of  which  158  took  place  in  Church 
of  England,  54  in  Non-Conformist,  and  25  in  Roman  Catholic  Churches.  There 
were  69  at  the  Registrar’s  Office  and  one  in  a  private  house. 

The  rate  is  15  per  1,000.  It  has  kept  about  this  figure  for  many  years  now. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  following  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever,  67  ; 
Diphtheria,  6  ;  Influenza,  3  ;  Paratyphoid,  5  ;  Puerperal  Septicaemia,  2  ;  Ophthal¬ 
mia  Neonatorum,  2  ;  General  Debility,  17  ;  Meningitis,  1  ;  Tonsillitis,  4  ;  Erysi¬ 
pelas,  1  ;  Pneumonia,  1  ;  and  Phthisis,  13.  All  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium 
with  the  exception  of  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  isolated  at  home.  The  two  cases 
of  septicaemia  and  two  of  Ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  admitted  to  the  Town 
Hospital. 

The  influenzal  cases  were  of  exceptional  severity  ;  the  debility  cases  were 
children  with  one  exception.  The  only  death  in  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year 
was  a  child  with  meningitis  transferred  from  the  Town  Hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  the  67  cases  the  majority  were  of  severe  type,  but  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  they  tended  to  be  milder  than  in  the  first  four  months,  when  39  were 
notified.  No  month  was  entirely  free.  There  were  40  cases  in  St.  Peter  Port, 
7  each  in  the  Vale  and  St.  Sampson’s,  and  5  in  the  Castel.  Vauvert  School  had 
the  largest  number  of  cases — 17,  and  Amherst  10.  There  were  no  cases  in  St. 
Saviour’s  and  St.  Peter’s. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  only  6  cases  during  the  year,  but  5  cases  were  sent  in  as  doubtful. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  5  cases  notified.  The  first  in  March,  a  visitor  who  contracted 
her  illness  in  England.  Between  November  27th  and  December  9th,  there  were 
four  cases — 2  in  the  Vale,  1  St.  Peter  Port,  and  I  in  St.  Martin’s.  No  cause  for 
them  could  be  traced. 


OPHTH A LMI A  NEONATORUM . 

There  were  2  cases,  both  of  which  made  complete  recoveries  under  the  care 
of  the  Ophthalmic  Specialist,  but  one,  a  very  delicate  child,  died  of  pneumonia 
subsequently. 

TUBEROULOSIS. 

There  were  altogether  35  deaths  registered  from  this  cause  during  the 
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year,  33  from  phthisis  and  2  from  meningitis.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  in  Guernsey,  the  forms  of  disease  due  almost  entirely  to  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  milk  infected  by  the  tubercle  bacillus,  are  conspicuous  by  their 
absence  here. 

The  death  rate  for  phthisis  is  .81  per  1,000  and  for  other  tuberculosis  .05, 
total  .86.  For  1932  the  rates  were  0.54 — 0.17  ;  total  0.71. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  corresponding  rates  for  1933  were  .79 — .134  ; 
total,  .824. 

It  is  stated  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the 
death  rate  from  tuberculosis  in  1933  was  the  lowest  recorded,  that  the  phthisis 
rate  remained  more  or  less  stationary,  but  that  the  decline  in  the  non-pulmonary 
types  “  surpassed  all  expectations  ”.  In  London  the  mortality  from  tuber¬ 
culosis  between  1930  and  1933  amongst  infants  (who  are  specially  subject  to  the 
non-pulmonary  type  of  disease),  was  actually  less  than  one-fourth  of  that  be¬ 
tween  1911  and  1914.  These  remarkable  results  must  be  very  largely  due  to  the 
pasteurisation  of  milk.  No  other  explanation  can  be  given.  From  40-50  per 
cent,  of  cattle  in  England  are  tuberculous,  and  as  milk  is  sent  to  the  large  centres 
in  big  tanks,  from  3  to  5  per  cent,  of  the  bulked  samples  contain  virulent 
tubercle  bacilli,  which  are  destroyed  by  pasteurisation. 

Of  the  33  deaths  from  phthisis,  15  were  females  with  an  average  age  at 
death  of  27.7  years,  and  18  males  with  average  age  of  39.4  years. 

There  were  13  cases  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  it  may  be  said  that 
the  results  are  somewhat  better  than  usual,  as  only  three  have  since  died,  but 
the  type  of  case  generally,  as  in  previous  years,  was  one  that  could  not  be 
expected  to  respond  to  treatment. 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  appreciated  generally  how  chronic  the  disease  often 
is.  Sufferers  from  it  may  live  for  years  after  recovery  is  impossible.  Ac¬ 
commodation  for  such  patients  is  needed  where  these  years  may  have  to  be 
passed.  Already  there  is  some  available  at  both  Town  and  Country  Hospitals, 
but  more  is  required  badly,  and  it  need  not  be  of  an  elaborate  character,  but  as 
homely  and  comfortable  as  it  can  be  made. 

Such  patients  cannot  be  accommodated  in  a  hospital  for  acute  infectious 
diseases  such  as  is  the  Sanatorium,  even  if  it  be  temporarily  more  or  less  empty. 

I  do  not  think  the  death  rate  from  phthisis  here  is  likely  to  decrease  much  in 
the  near  future.  Our  great  climatic  advantages  attract  sufferers  from  it,  and 
many  come  in  advanced  stages,  some  hardly  fit  to  travel.  In  the  last  twelve 
months  there  have  been  two  deaths  of  visitors,  one  within  a  month  and  one 
within  a  week  of  landing  here. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION,  Etc. 

In  March  the  Board  of  Health  presented  a  report  to  the  States  relating  to 
the  reform  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  in  force  in  the  Island  dealing  with  the 
public  health. 
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The  very  comprehensive  Law  of  1865,  which  I  think  must  have  been  in 
advance  of  any  legislation  of  the  kind  elsewhere,  formed  the  basis  upon  which 
their  recommendations  were  founded. 

The  Constables  and  Douzaines  of  the  Parish  were  naturally  then  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Authorities.  There  was  no  Board  of  Health  or  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
until  1899. 

Since  its  inception  the  powers  of  the  Board  and  its  officials  have  been  very 
limited,  chiefly  dealing  with  the  administration  and  control  of  notifiable  infecti¬ 
ous  diseases.  The  Board  had  no  executive  powers  to  speak  of  :  it  could  only 
act  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  its  pronouncements  sometimes  seemed  to  carry 
little  weight.  Its  officials  had  no  right  of  entry  and  could  only  refer  complaints 
to  the  Constables. 

The  Law  of  1866  at  first  applied  to  the  Town  Parish  only  ;  it  was  sub¬ 
sequently  made  applicable  to  St.  Sampson’s  and  the  Vale,  and  at  a  later  date  its 
operation  was  extended  to  the  other  Parishes  of  the  Island.  It  was  in  this 
order  that  co-operation  between  the  Parish  Constables  and  the  Board  of  Health 
Officials  began,  and  it  is  now  of  a  close  and  effective  nature  in  the  first  three 
Parishes  mentioned.  The  more  remote  Parishes  still  largely  manage  their  own 
sanitary  conditions  themselves. 

On  several  occasions  in  the  past  the  Board  had  approached  the  States  with  a 
view  to  securing  executive  powers,  but  they  were  not  successful  in  doing  so. 

In  the  March  report  it  was  proposed  that  the  Board  of  Health  should  be 
invested  with  the  same  powers  as  the  Constables  and  Douzaines,  who  would  still 
continue  to  function  as  hitherto.  Naturally  additional  clauses  were  suggested 
to  bring  the  new  Law  up  to  date. 

„  The  difficulties  of  dual  control  and  of  having  eleven  different  Sanitary 
Authorities  in  such  a  small  Island  were  apparent  to  the  Board,  but  it  was  felt 
that  this  was  the  only  possible  solution  of  the  present  impasse. 

The  States  accepted  the  report,  and  the  Projet  de  Loi  giving  effect  to  it  was 
approved  in  November,  but  did  not  come  into  force  then,  as  it  had  first  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Privy  Council. 

The  number  of  inspections  for  defective  drains  and  nuisances  at  the  request 
of  or  with  the  Parish  Constables  was  St.  Peter  Port,  34  ;  St.  Sampson’s,  13  ;  and 
the  Vale,  21. 

There  were  162  rooms  disinfected  during  the  year,  36  for  vermin,  34  for 
Phthisis  and  92  for  other  diseases. 

Inspection  of  foods  in  the  abattoir  and  markets  is  undertaken  generally  by 
the  States’  Veterinary  Surgeon,  but  378  lbs.  of  tinned  hams  and  140  lbs.  of  fish 
(caplin)  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  by  the  Officials  of  the 
Board. 

Experience  here  has  taught  me  that  much  illness  and  indirectly  many 
deaths  have  been  caused  in  the  past  by  the  drinking  of  water  which  contains 
lead.  It  is  not  a  natural  constituent  of  our  waters,  but  is  derived  from  the  lead 
pipes  and  decorative  lead  pump  boxes  often  with  names  on  them,  which  our 
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forefathers  were  proud  to  possess.  In  theory  one  ought  to  be  able  to  say  that 
certain  waters  could  not  act  upon  lead,  but  in  practice  I  have  found  it  is  not 
possible  to  do  so.  Some  years  ago  I  called  attention  to  this  danger  and  many 
samples  were  then  sent  me  for  analysis. 

I  have  again  this  year  stressed  this  warning,  ancl  all  the  public  pumps  in 
the  Town,  in  number  30,  and  40  other  samples  were  analysed,  and  nearly  one 
half  were  found  to  contain  lead  in  varying  degree.  Two  of  the  Town  pumps 
were  closed  in  consequence. 

Other  owners  were  advised  to  remove  all  lead  work  from  their  wells  if  they 
still  desired  to  use  the  water  for  domestic  purposes.  The  much-valued  pump 
boxes  could  be  used  as  mere  ornaments,  and  thus  no  longer  poison  their  owners. 

For  the  past  25  years  I  have  been  endeavouring  to  get  a  standard  fixed  for 
Guernsey  milk,  but  not  having  been  successful  have  used  the  English  standard 
for  purposes  of  analysis,  although  for  our  milk  it  is  much  too  low. 

This  procedure  had  not  been  challenged  until  this  year  when  a  farmer  was 
produced  before  the  Police  Court  for  selling  milk  adulterated  with  water.  The 
case  was  dismissed  by  the  Magistrate,  who  stated  that  as  there  was  no  recognised 
standard  for  Guernsey  milk  there  could  be  no  conviction.  The  public  therefore 
have  no  protection  against  the  dishonest  milk  vendor.  Although  I  believe  that 
there  are  very  few'  of  them  in  Guernsey,  still  there  are  some  as  we  know  from  past 
experience. 

The  apathy  of  the  public  in  the  matter  is  really  remarkable,  practically  no 
notice  of  the  Magistrate’s  decision  having  been  taken. 

Only  9  milk  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year,  as  it 
seemed  useless  to  take  any  further  ones  after  the  result  of  the  case  mentioned. 

LABORATORY. 

As^there  were  so  few  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
specimens  examined  was  comparatively  small,  namely  282. 

HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

Nothing  has  been  done  during  the  year  to  provide  houses  for  the  poorer 
classes  of  the  community  which  are  so  greatly  needed.  The  present  deplorable 
shortage  enables  the  rack  renters  and  slum  landlords  to  exact  whatever  rentals 
they  like,  for  properties  which  are  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  birth  rate  here  keeps  high,  and  although  families  are  smaller  now  than 
they  were  a  generation  or  more  ago,  still  there  are  more  families  to  be  provided 
with  homes,  and  this  number  will  continue  to  increase  at  any  rate  for  some  years 
to  come. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  average  attendance  of  children  over  6  years  of  age  wTas  91.6  as  against 
91.5  per  cent,  in  1932.  Such  an  attendance  is  evidence  that  the  general  health 
of  the  children  was  good.  Very  few  children  here  require  operations  for  en- 
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larged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  The  one  school  nurse  seems  almost  to  get  through 
the  work  of  two  people,  and  has  a  great  influence  for  good  with  the  parents. 
Here  as  elsewhere  it  may  be  said  that  the  great  majority  of  parents  are  sincerely 
anxious  to  do  all  that  they  can  to  improve  the  health  of  their  children,  but  yet 
the  difficulties  attending  school  medical  work  are  considerable,  as  many  of  the 
older  generation  are  still  opposed  to  it,  as  well  as  the  dirty,  lazy  and  indifferent 
parents,  who  object  to  being  constantly  stimulated  to  do  better  for  their  children. 

During  the  year  809  children  came  under  my  supervision,  and  59  were 
subjected  to  a  lengthy  examination  by  Dr.  W.  R.  McGlashan,  the  expert  in 
mental  diseases.  Medicines — 1,330  in  all — were  supplied  to  necessitous  child¬ 
ren,  this  being  the  first  year  that  this  supply  has  been  made. 

There  is  no  provision  here  for  the  supply  of  meals  at  school  to  necessitous 
children,  and  although  there  may  not  be  so  many  of  them  as  there  are  in  parts  of 
England,  still  there  are  some  coming  under  this  category.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  Sanatorium  I  have  laid  stress  upon  the  value  of  milk  as  a  food  for  child¬ 
ren,  and  that  there  can  be  no  substitute  for  it  as  a  valuable  body  builder  and 
protector  against  disease.  This  is  now  universally  admitted,  but  I  have  had 
trouble  in  the  past  to  maintain  this  contention,  and  been  bitterly  attacked  for 
holding  it.  In  Guernsey  we  have  milk  naturally  rich  in  butter  fat  as  well  as 
other  constituents,  and  free  from  the  germs  of  tuberculosis.  The  question  of 
supplying  it  to  school-children  has  been  under  consideration  in  1934,  both  in 
England  and  Guernsey,  but  perhaps  some  provision  may  be  made  in  the  budget 
figures  for  1935,  for  a  sum  of  money  which  will  provide  one-third  of  a  pint  of 
milk  daily  for  every  necessitous  primary  school  child  in  the  island,  as  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  the  parents  to  provide  it  themselves. 

CREMATION. 

There  were  20  bodies  cremated  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  9  in  1932. 
Of  these,  6  were  those  of  persons  who  had  died  in  Jersey. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  appearance  of  a  modern  motor  refuse  collecting  van  in  the  Town 
Parish  leads  one  to  hope  that  it  may  be  the  forerunner  of  even  more  up-to-date 
ones,  which  will  entirely  supersede  the  present  obnoxious  carts.  Public  opinion 
throughout  the  Island  seems  to  be  slowly  moving  towards  a  regular  collection 
of  refuse  in  the  more  thickly  populated  areas,  but  no  tangible  steps  in  this 
matter  have  been  taken. 


THALASSOL. 

The  number  of  gallons  manufactured  during  the  year  was  14,580  as  com¬ 
pared  with  16,850  in  1932.  The  cost  per  gallon  was  2.6  pence. 

The  plant  was  erected  in  November,  1914,  and  although  at  times  it  has 
given  a  little  trouble,  not  due  to  the  plant  itself,  but  to  the  human  element, 
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after  a  recent  overhaul  by  the  States’  Maintenance  Engineer  it  has  given  better 
results  than  it  has  ever  clone  before. 

This  disinfectant  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public,  and  the  apparatus 
from  the  public  health  point  of  view  has  been  a  most  profitable  investment. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  States’  Water  Board,  having  in  1932  laid  9  miles  of  new  cast-iron  mains 
and  supplied  400  new  services  applied  in  October  for  a  loan  of  £20,000  to  still 
further  extend  their  services.  An  ample  supply  of  water  of  excellent  quality 
was  maintained  during  the  year. 

In  October  a  States  Committee  was  formed  to  study  the  question  of  agricul¬ 
ture  in  Guernsey,  with  the  object  of  ensuring  a  constant  provision  of  butter, 
milk,  and  other  agricultural  products  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Island,  it  having 
been  represented  to  the  States  that  there  was  a  danger  of  the  milk  supply  failing 
for  economic  reasons. 


During  the  year  a  change  in  the  system  of  registration  of  births  and  vac¬ 
cination  took  place,  by  which  parochial  registration  was  superseded,  and  central 
registration  at  the  Greff e  Office  substituted  in  its  place. 


In  July  an  influentially  signed  requete  advocating  a  divorce  law  for  Guern¬ 
sey  was  presented  to  the  States,  but  was  not  favourably  entertained  by  them. 


The  States’  Bathing  Pool  Committee  presented  two  reports  during  the  year, 
in  which  three  possible  sites  for  the  new  Pool  were  suggested  and  criticised — - 
La  Valette,  the  Careening  Hard,  and  the  Castle  Breakwater.  The  Committee 
favoured  the  former.  The  States’  decision  was  that  they  were  unwilling  to 
finance  any  of  the  schemes,  but  might  grant  a  lease  to  a  private  syndicate  for  a 
site  if  they  considered  it  suitable. 

STATES’  ASYLUM  COMMITTEE. 

In  December  1903  the  then  Committee  reported  that  “  the  existing  asylums 
are  altogether  unsuited  for  the  proper  treatment  of  mental  diseases  ”.  Various 
steps  were  subsequently  taken,  but  nothing  definite  was  decided  upon,  and  the 
Great  War  stopped  all  work  in  this  direction,  and  for  some  years  after  its  cessa¬ 
tion. 

The  re-opening  of  the  question  was  due  to  the  work  and  influence  of  Lady 
Ruthven,  the  wife  of  His  Excellency,  the  Lieut. -Governor,  who  took  an  intense 
interest  in  it.  As  a  result  the  Committee  in  January  presented  a  new  report, 
together  with  a  report  from  Dr.  Saxby  Good,  a  well-known  alienist  of  high 
repute.  These  reports  condemned  the  existing  Institutions  in  very  emphatic 
language,  equally  emphatically  advocated  the  building  of  an  entirely  new  mental 
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hospital,  and  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  specialist  for  a  year  at  least 
who  would  investigate  the  local  position  as  regards  mental  disease  and  deficiency 
thoroughly  and  report  to  the  Committee  in  detail. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  as  a  result  Dr.  W.  R.  McGlashan  was  appointed 
and  commenced  his  duties  in  May.  He  has  done  most  valuable  work,  but  no 
special  report  was  issued  in  1933.  In  order  that  he  should  not  be  considered  as  a 
mental  specialist  only,  and  thus  possibly  not  willingly  consulted  in  some 
instances  by  people  generally,  his  work  was  centred  at  Lukis  House,  and  he 
helped  with  the  school  and  public  health  routine  there,  which  was  a  diplomatic 
proceeding.  As  Lukis  House  serves  not  only  as  a  Museum  with  quarters  for  the 
caretaker’s  family,  but  also  as  offices  for  the  Education  Department,  and  the 
School  Children’s  clinic,  the  office  and  laboratory  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
office  and  consulting  room  of  the  Specialist  for  Mental  diseases,  it  will  be  realised 
that  without  the  cordial  and  hearty  co-operation  of  everyone  concerned,  which 
fortunately  was  always  present  in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  encountered,  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  thus  combine  the  activities  of  all  these  depart¬ 
ments  which  was  so  desirable  from  every  point  of  view. 


The  two  outstanding  events  of  the  year  from  the  public  health  point  of 
view,  were  the  acquisition  of  the  principle  of  increased  powers  for  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  the  decisions  of  the  States  over  the  mental  hospital  and  mental 
diseases. 


If  it  should  fall  to  my  lot  to  write  another  amiual  report,  it  will  be  my  thirty- 
third  and  last.  It  will  be  in  the  nature  of  a  survey  of  Public  Health  work  in 
Guernsey  s’nce  its  incept'on  by  the  States,  and  I  hope  of  more  interest  than  many 
of  the  past  have  been,  on  account  of  the  limitations  of  the  work  and  powers  of 
the  Board  of  Health.
